The Mayor stated that the meeting was celled for the purpose of con-
sidering the appesls of taxpayers from the action of the Board of Equal-

After considering the appeal, it was moved by Councilmen Alford that
the assessment of $12,500.00 on the Bowling Alleys and Equipment be reduc-
ed to $7,800.00; that the assessment of $1,000,00 on the Alr Conditioning
be reduced to $600.00; and that no reduction be made in the agsessment of
$100400 on the Merchandise of said Bowling Center. The motion carried by
the following vote:
